HE Following Collection containing the laſt Dying 
Sentiments and Declarations of thoſe of the Preſton 

Priſeners, who have {uffer'd according to their Sen- 
gence, and left any PAPERS behind them, it may not be impro- 
per, to make it more Compleat, to prefix à ſport Recital of the 


Names of thoſe, who, not being bronght to Town, have reciev'd 


the Execution of their Sentence in the Country, but left nothing 
in Writing relating to the Occaſion of their ſuffering (ex- 
cept Capt, Bruce, whoſe Laſt SyEECH is in the following 
Collettion, and Roger Moncaſter, whoſe Memory is impos'd 
upon with a Sham one; But, for the SatisfaFion of the Pub- 
lick, a Genuine Copy of it may in Time ſee the Light. 

The firſt of theſe Gentlemen, who felt the ſad Effetis of that 
unhappy Enterpriſe, were Major Nairne, and Capt. Lockart, 
both of the late Regiment of the Lord Mark Ker, Capt. Shaf- 
toe, of Col. Frank's Regiment, and Enſign Erskine, of 
Preiton's ___ who were hot to Death, Dec. 2d 1715.
